15 Years 


A year and five months after 
being fired: by Mayor Vernita 
Cox, former South Bay Police 
Cheif Charlie B. Clark was 
sentenced Tuesday to 15 years 
in prison for each of 14 counts of 
embezzlement. 

Palm Beach County Circuit 
Judge Marvin Mounts ordered 
the sentences to be served 
concurrently and the final eight 
years of each count are to be 
‘suspended, giving the former 
chief three years in prison and 
eight on probation. 

Clark and two of his officers 
were fired May 22,1973 during 
a special meeting by then Police 
Commissioner Cox after all 
three refused to resign after 
being asked. to, leaving only 
two officers in the department. 

Mrs. Cox fired all three 
officers because of “irregulari- 
ties" after demanding their , 
resignations. 

At the same time, she asked 
for, and réceived, the resignat- 
ion of Patrolman Billy Fields. 
but stressed this had nothing to 
do with the other three, City 
officials had found Fields 
couldn't qualify at that time, 
because of a technicality, as a 
patrolman, but, Mayor Cox 
made Fields dispatcher at that 
time.

Who would ever want to 
try to open up a business 
that's only half built? Stan 
and Norma Sensky...that's 
who.

"There are a lot of 
advantages to start from the 
ground up like this," Stanley 
Sensky said Monday, refer- 
ring to his five months of 
employment as general 
manager of the new Days 
Inn in South Bay, which 
began opening rooms little 
more than a week ago. 

“For one thing," he said, 
“I know where every screw 
and bolt in the place is. We 


placed every stick of 
furniture so we know the 
layout." 


“We had a chance to start 


the staff on a small scale," 
his wife, Norma, chimed in. 
That gives us a chance to 
work out the bugs before 
we're in full swing." 

Beginning their employ- 
ment as general manager 
and Tasty World restaurant 
manager in April (The 
Tasty World is expected to 
open in about three weeks) 
has also given them a 
chance to work out a few 
unique twists to the restau- 
rant-motel with franchise 
owner.Charles:Royal; 

“A representative of Days 
Inn told us this was the-best 
constructed Days Inn he's 
ever seen," Sensky said, 
"and we think that's a 
tribute to Charles Royal: 

The construction included 
little differences as two 
rooms being désigned for 
paraplegics who have trou- 
ble finding accom modations 
with wheelchair victims in 
mind. 

The two units, one being 
used as an office now, don't 
look all that different. As a 
matter of fact, the casual 
visitor probably wouldn't 
notice any difference at all. 

Little things like an extra 
wide bathroom door which 
opens outward instead of the 
normal narrow door opening 
inward...that's almost im- 
possible for a person in a 
Wheelchair to manage; or 
like the bars in the bathtub 


designed to act as handles 
for a person with crippled 
legs. 

The bathrooms of the 
South Bay Inn were also the 
cause of a comment "| a 
chain inspector. "He rá 
ed," Norma said, over the 
one-piece modular constrhie- 
tion of the bathrooms in the 
122-unit motel. 

She said the walls, Прог 
and ceiling of each unit's 
bathroom came in one piece 
and simply unfolded from 
the tub, which acted as a 
shipping crate. 

With the exceptionof the 
two "wheelchair rooms", 
every unit in the mote) is 
identical with but two 
exceptions. There are sev- 
eral units with connecting 
doors and there is one unit 
desinged with the travelling 
interviewer in mind. 

This one room has a studio 
couch where a person 
setting up a temporary 
headquartes can interview 
local people. 

The couple opened ‘the 


first 25 rooms for public use 

about two weeks ago, 
addding more in blocks, 
including 100 Monday, until 
there are only 25 rooms left 
to.be..completed, mostly 
with minor work to be done 
on such items as air 
conditioners and color tele- 
vision sets. 

The Sensky's said that 
while the motel may be new, 
most of their business 
during the second week has 
been repeat business. 

Norma siad there is a 
Jamaican couple who regis. 
tered the second night they 
were open, signing in for one 
night, and as of Monday 
night, the couple were still 
guests. 

Stan said he also expects 
to get quite a bit of trucker 
business and Norma tells of 
the night shortly after the 
motel opened when six 
semi-trucks rolled in from 
Miami at 3 a.m.
